specifically directs the corporation 
to

possible" all resettlement properties 
which Cooley said total two million 
acres. 
At the same time, it would pro­ 
mote individual farm ownership by 
continuing 
the 
tenant 
loan 
pro­ 
gram and authorizing government 
insurance of mortgages with prefer­ 
ences for war veterans. 
The bill would appropriate 50 mil­ 
lion dollars for loans, and in addi­ 
tion authorize insurance of private 
loans up to anorjier 50 million dol­ 
lars. 
Besides being empowered to make 
tenant purchase loans, thf* corpora­ 
tion would be authorized to make 
stock, equipment, debt and subsist­ 
ence loans to farmers and stockmen, 
with restriction of the initial loan 
to $2.500. and 
limitation

aggregate amount outstanding to one 
borrower at one time to $3.500.
